"Tar  Wars" 
Sippican  School  Students  Design  Posters 

On  Friday,  March  10,  Dr.  Stephen  Mendes,  MD, 
made  several  presentations  to  each  fifth  grade  class  at 
Sippican  School  in  Marion  utilizing  a  curriculum  from  the 
American  Society  of  Family  Physicians  called  "Tar  Wars." 
Dr.  Mendes,  a  pediatrician  who  recently  moved  to  the 
area  to  join  the  practice  at  Wareham  Pediatrics,  asked  the 
students  to  bring  in  magazine  tobacco  ads  from  home 
beforehand.  After  his  presentation,  Dr.  Mendes  facilitated 
breakout  groups  as  they  analyzed  the  ads  as  to  their  target 
market,  their  message,  and  whether  they  depicted  the 
truth  about  tobacco  use. 

Dr.  Mendes  stated:  "I  was  very  impressed  with 
the  students'  knowledge  base  about  the  health 
consequences  of  using  tobacco."  He  also  encouraged 
students  to  think  about  why  kids  start  smoking  even 
though  they  know  the  health  consequences.  The 
presentation  was  enthusiastically  received.  Students  were 
asked  to  enter  a  poster  contest  about  the  dangers  of 
tobacco  use  and  why  young  people  should  make  smart 
decisions  to  avoid  nicotine  addiction. 

Maureen  Lamoureux,  RN,  Sippican  School  Nurse, 
coordinated  the  effort  and  arranged  for  the  posters  to  be 
judged  on  April  12.  Judges  were  Lori  Schaefer,  Chairman 
of  the  Marion  Board  of  Selectmen;  Dr.  Mendes;  Maureen 
Lamoureux;  and  Judith  Coykendall,  PACT  (Prevention 
And  Cessation  of  Tobacco)  Director.  Three  posters  were 
selected  and  will  be  submitted  to  a  state  competition.  The 
winner  of  the  state  competition  will  be  submitted  to  a 
national  competition,  and  the  winner  will  be  sent  to  the 
White  House  to  meet  the  President. 

The  winners  at  Sippican  School  were:  First  Prize  - 
Noelle  Fougere  in  Mr.  Hutching's  class;  Second  Prize  - 
Allison  White  in  Mr.  Farrell's  class;  and  Third  Prize  went 
to  Katie  Hourihan  of  Mr.  Hutching's  class.  "All  of  the 
posters  clearly  demonstrated  that  the  students  had  a 
comprehensive  knowledge  about  the  consequences  of 
tobacco  use,  so  it  was  a  difficult  decision,"  said  Dr. 


Mendes.  "I  will  come  back  next  spring  to  present  the  'Tar 
Wars'  curriculum  to  the  fifth  grade  class.  Hopefully,  even 
more  students  will  enter  the  contest  so  that  more  of  them 
will  have  a  chance  to  compete  on  a  state  level." 

Judith  Coykendall  went  on  to  say,  "I  observed  Dr. 
Mendes'  presentation  and  I  feel  it  was  very  effective  in 
enabling  students  to  engage  in  problem-solving  activities 
that  reinforce  their  ability  to  deal  with  peer  pressure.  We

A  regular  meeting  of  the  Mattapoisett  Board  of 
Selectmen  was  called  to  order  on  Monday,  April  24  at  7:02 
pm  by  Chairman  Paul  Lambalot.  Also  present  were 
Selectman  Ray  Andrews  and  Executive  Secretary  Carol 
Adams.  Selectman  Barry  Denham  was  unable  to  attend 
this  meeting. 

Selectman  Andrews  moved  to  accept  the  minutes 
of  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  held  on 
Thursday,  April  13  and  the  Executive  Session  minutes  of 
April  13,  with  no  changes.  Present  members  of  the  board 
proceeded  to  sign  weekly  vouchers  and  bills  including 
permits  for  summer  square  dances  beginning  July  1 
through  September  2  that  will  be  held  at  the  Town  Wharf. 

Chairman  Lambalot  and  Selectman  Andrews  also 
provided  their  signatures  to  an  item  of  correspondence  to 
Christine  Richards  thanking  her  for  her  services  on  the 
Conservation  Commission  (ConCom),  as  well  as  the 
approval  of  the  warrant  for  the  May  8  Annual  Town 
Meeting  and  the  appointment  of  various  individuals  to 
town  committees  for  the  year  2000. 
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Approval  was  granted  to  the  Mattapoisett 
Congregational  Church  to  utilize  Shipyard  Park  for  last 
week's  Easter  Sunrise  Service.  Ms.  Adams  also  provided  a 
reminder  to  everyone  that  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  will 
be  held  on  Monday  May  8  at  7:00  pm  in  the  Old 
Rochester  Regional  High  School  Auditorium.  A  Pre-Town 
Meeting  has  not  been  set  yet  for  one  last  review  of  the 
warrant  by  Selectman  and  Town  Moderator. 

After  a  review  of  this  week's  incoming 
correspondence,  Ms.  Adams  brought  the  board  up-to-date 
on  the  bid  opening  for  the  wharf  food  concession  stand 
applicants  under  this  weeks  Executive  Secretary's  Report.

Gas  Station  located  on  Route  6).  Due  to  a  small  glitch  in 
the  process  of  paperwork,  Mr.  Mulford  requested  a 
minimum  two-day  extension  on  the  hearing.

At  7:30  pm  the  board  met  with  State 
Representative  William  Straus,  Senator  Marc  Pacheco  and 
David  Janik  of  the  Department  of  Environmental  Affairs 
(DEA)  to  discuss  the  state's  Buildout  Analysis  for  the

Town  of  Mattapoisett.  Greg  Demonds  from  SRPEDD  was 
also  on  hand  to  answer  any  questions. 

Mr.  Janik  provided  a  slide  show  presentation  to 
explain  exactly  what  the  Buildout  Analysis  was  projected 
as  for  the  Town  of  Mattapoisett,  based  on  current  zoning 
and  building  rules  and  regulations  and  future  growth 
capacity  and  utilization  of  resources  for  the  town.  Senator 
Pacheco  thanked  the  board  for  giving  him  the  hometown 
perspective  as  presented  to  him  by  Chairman  Lambalot  as 
he  explained  that  he  and  Representative  Straus  have  been 
visiting  each  town  through  out  Southeastern 
Massachusetts,  as  the  51  cities  and  towns  of  Plymouth/ 
Bristol  County  are  the  first  to  receive  their  Buildout 
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Analysis  because  "Southeastern  Massachusetts  is  the 
fastest  growing  region  in  all  of  the  northern  Sector  of  the 
United  States,"  said  Senator  Pacheco. 

He  pointed  out  that  the  purpose  of  this 
"Community  Preservation  Initiative  by  the  Executive 
Office  of  Environmental  Affairs  (EOEA)  is  to  focus  on 
environmental  and  developmental  interests  and  to 
provide  a  balance  of  the  two  for  town  governmental 
officials  to  follow. 

"This  analysis  you  will  witness  tonight  I  believe 
will  be  a  significant  tool  in  the  tool  box  of  local 
governments  as  you  move  forward,"  continued  Senator 
Pacheco,  "It  will  provide  you  with  information.  This  is 
not  a  mandate  from  up  above,  but  rather  an 
empowerment  tool.  This  is  a  focus  we  should  be  taking  a 
lead  on  so  you  will  be  informed  and  better  able  to  make 
the  critical  decisions  you'll  need  to  over  the  next  several 
years." 

Both  the  Senator  and  Representative  Straus 
explained  that  there  is  a  $30,000  voucher  that  will  be 
available  for  the  town  in  developing  a  community 
preservation  plan.  "This  is  a  useful  tool  for  you  (of)  what 
the  future  of  our  town  will  be,  and  it  will  still  be 
determined  here,"  Representative  Straus  said.  "While  you 
plan  what  is  important  for  the  future  of  this  town  it's 
important  to  take  into  consideration  the  surrounding 
communities." 

Throughout  Mr.  Janik's  presentation,  which 
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included  maps  and  current  and  projected  population 
figures,  students,  households,  water  use  and  buildable 
land,  the  underlying  issue  that  the  Town  of  Mattapoisett 
must  address  on  its  committee  and  research  levels  is  the 
preservation  of  the  "village  concept"  that  makes 
Mattapoisett  what  it  is. 

"Hopefully  this  will  be  an  asset  to  the  town,"  Mr. 
Janik  said.  "It's  about  empowering  communities 
providing  the  tools  for  informed  decisions  making  and 
initiating  a  dialogue  between  state  agencies  and 
communities  and  recognizing  the  interconnectedness  of 
environmental  protection  and  economic  development."

through  a  number  of  breakfast  summits  held  around  the 
state  with  state  and  local  officials  over  the  past  couple 
years  with  the  main  themes  of  concern  for  Massachusetts 
towns  and  cities  being  the  preservation  of  community 
character,  historic  downtowns,  open  space,  affordable 
housing,  farm  land,  water  resources  and  economic 
development. 

"The  only  thing  the  EOEA  can  guarantee  is 
change  in  your  future,"  Mr.  Janik  said.  "We'll  look  ahead 
to  20-30  years  in  the  future  to  what  your  town  will  look 
(like)."  Mr.  Janik  outlined  the  generalized  analysis  grid 
that  the  EOEA  has  put  together  for  each  town  and  city  in 
the  state  to  use  and  customize  to  fit  their  needs,  goals  and 
character.  Each  town,  starting  with  the  51  in  the 
Plymouth  and  Bristol  County  communities,  will  receive  a 
computer  program  of  a  specified  buildout  analysis  for 
their  area  based  on  current  zoning  and  building  laws  and 
from  their  local  town  officials  are  expected  to  analyze  it 
further  and  modify  it  to  better  represent  the  area's  needs 
and  projected  growth  capacity  with  ways  to  control  it. 

Phase  two  of  Executive  Order  418  of  the 
Community  Preservation  Initiative  of  the  EOEA  will  later 
address  and  provide  information  and  assistance  to  all 
towns  and  cities  with  Community  Development  Plans 
and  Discretionary  Funds.  "Hopefully  we'll  end  up  with  a 
future  Mattapoisett  that  is  desirable,"  said  Mr.  Janik. 

There  being  no  further  matters  to  come  before  the 
board,  they  voted  to  adjourn  for  the  evening.

Members  of  the  Finance  Committee 
(FinCom)  made  a  brief  presentation  noting  that 
one  of  the  biggest  portion  of  the  town's  annual 
operating  budget  is  devoted  to  paying 
personnel  salaries.  "For  the  past  ten  years, 
personnel  costs  have  increased  close  to  6  percent 
per  year  ...  in  this  year's  warrant,  Article  2 
increases  personnel  spending  by  5.3  percent  or 
$385,000,"  according  to  a  report  from  the 
FinCom  included  in  the  warrant.  "Since 
personnel  costs  have  determined  such  a  large 
percentage  of  our  town  spending  in  the  past  and 
this  trend  is  projected  to  continue  into  the 
future,  Marion's  Finance  Committee  is 
recommending  to  Selectmen  that  they  appoint  a 
Personnel  Advisory  Committee  to  review  the 
Town's  personnel  programs  and  policies." 

One  of  the  only  articles  which  met 
resistance  on  the  first  evening  of  the  Town 
Meeting  was  ARTICLE  14  which  asked  voters  to 
raise  and  appropriate  $50,000  to  be  used  by  the 
Planning  Board  to  continue  developing  the 
Geographical  Information  System  (GIS).  Since 
there  was  a  decidedly  lack  of  information 
presented  to  voters,  the  article  was  tabled  for 
future  consideration.

A  more  logical 
purpose  for  the  bridge  would  be  for  the  neighbors  on  both  sides 
of  the  river  to  visit  each  other  without  having  to  walk  down  to 
the  Arch  Bridge.

Sippican  School  Construction 

Progress  on  the  building  project  at  Sippican 
School  in  Marion  is  proceeding  on  schedule.  The 
structural  steel  work  has  been  completed.

An  accredited  Pediatric  Trauma  Training 
Management  Program  was  sponsored  likewise  by  two 
local  clubs  in  October  1992  at  the  New  Bedford  Whaling 
Museum.

A  beefy,  crunchy  sound  mix  can 
certainly  add  to  the  Impact  of  a  film,  but 
IVe  never  seen  a  movie  as  dependent  on 
a  fancy  sound  system  as  the  new 
submarine  thriller  U-571.  1  have  a 
foolproof  test  for  such  audio  spectacles: 
If  you  saw  it  on  a  1 5-inch  TV  screen  with 
a  dinky  mono  speaker,  would  it  still  be 
a  compelling  film?  Interesting 
characters?  Good  story  well-told?  U- 
571  flunks  on  all  counts. 

It's  not  that  this  is  a  disgraceful 
movie  —  it's  the  sort  of  film  for  which  the 
noncommittal  phrase  "It's  okay  for  what 
it  is"  was  coined.  And  what  is  it?  Take 
away  the  god-of- thunder  sound  mix  and 
you  have  a  historical  action  flick, 
sometimes  competent,  occasionally 
tense,  more  often  inert.  But  how  hard  is 
it  to  work  up  suspense  by  putting  a 
group  of  men  in  a  tin  can  hundreds  of 
meters  below  the  surface,  then  setting 
off  explosions  all  around  them?  The 
movie  that  did  all  this  to  a  T,  of  course, 
was  1982's  classic  Das  Boot,  which  was 
more  a  study  of  personalities  under 
stress  than  a  war  story.  U-571  is  like  a 
hyper  Internet-age  remix  of  Das  Boot 
without,  y'know,  all  that  boring 
characterization.  It's  Das  Boot  stripped 
for  action. 

The  movie  sets  up  a  tentative  hero 
—  young  LL  Andrew  Tyler  (Matthew 
McConaughey),  who  wants  to  run  his 
own  sub  but  has  no  command 
experience.  If  you  sense  early  on  that 
the  film  is  going  to  be  about  now  Tyler 
proves  his  metue,  you're  half  right  —  U- 
571  will  also  be  about  selfless  sacrifice, 
pulling  together  as  a  team,  and  lots  of 
jiggly  camerawork  whenever  the  sub 
takes  a  hit.  Only  the  ship's  chief  (Harvey 
Keitel)  has  any  faith  in  Tyler;  he  even 
gives  Tyler  pointers  on  how  to  act  as 
though  he  nas  all  the  answers  even 
when  he  doesn't  (which  is  often). 

These  men  are  part  of  a  mission 
based  glancingly  on  actual  World  War  II 
events.  The  Germans  have  a  secret  code 
to  communicate  with  each  other;  the 


Allies  haven't  been  able  to  crack  it,  so 
the  plan  is  to  steal  the  Germans'  code 
machine  from  one  of  their  subs.  Tyler 
and  his  crew,  posing  as  Germans, 
succeed  in  taking  over  the  German  sub, 
but  then  their  own  vessel  is  sunk  by  a 
German  rescue  ship.  Now  they  have  to 
get  home  in  the  leaky  German  sub  they 
now  occupy,  hampered  by  destroyer 
ships,  depth  charges,  and  the  most  by- 
the-numbers  script  since  Armageddon. 

I  suppose  there's  something  to  be 
said  for  a  movie  that  just  goes  in  there 
and  does  the  job.  U-571  has  almost  no 
downtime;  like  Das  Boot,  it  kicks  off  with 
a  bit  of  R&R  but  quickly  gets  down  to 
business.  The  trouble  is,  the  movie  is 
edited  to  within  an  inch  of  its  life;  there's 
no  room  to  breathe.  And,  aside  from 
McConaughey  and  Keitel  —  that  is  to 
say,  the  stars  —  most  everyone  is 
interchangeable,  so  that  when  someone 
dies,  you  have  only  the  vaguest  sense 
who  it  was,  much  less  why  you  should 
care.  A  scene  in  which  a  dead  man  is 
shot  up  to  the  surface  as  a  distraction 
tactic  underlines  why  most  of  the 
characters  are  there:  to  die  for  our 
entertainment. 

The  cheesy  moments  pile  up.  Tyler, 
of  course,  gains  authority  as  the  film 
goes  on,  or  so  the  script  tells  us.  You 
wouldn't  know  it  from  McConaughey's 
performance,  though  he  valiantly 
foregoes  his  usual  good-ole-boy  grin;  at 
times,  he  gets  so  grim  he's  ready  to 
recite  beat  poetry.  When  a  young  sailor 
bravely  dies  for  the  good  of  the  ship, 
Tyler  says,  "He  never  gave  up,"  and  the 
ship's  (and  films)  token  black  sailor 
validates  him:  "Neither  did  you,  sir."  U- 
571  never  gives  up,  either,  but  it's  a  lot 
of  Dolby  sound  and  computer-generated 
fury  signifying  nothing.

MARRIED  -  THINK  JOINT  TENANCY 


When  two  or  more  per- 
sons own  property  as  joint 
tenants,  they  have  equal 
rights  to  the  property  and 
they  have  the  right  of  survi- 
vorship. They  have  an  equal 
voice  in  the  disposition  of 
the  property  and  they  share 
its  income  equally. 

In  joint  tenancy,  every  co- 
owner  must  acquire  owner- 
ship at  the  same  time.  There 
is  only  one  title  to  the  prop- 
erty and  each  owner  has  an 
equal  share  and  equal 
possesion  of  it.  Each  owner 
has  an  equal  interest  in  the 
property.  If  there  are  two 
owners,  each  has  a  1/2  in- 


terest. Four  owners  each 
have  a  1  /4  interest. 

Joint  tenancy  is  popular 
among  married  couples  be- 
cause of  the  right  of  survi- 
vorship. If  one  dies,  his  or 
her  rights  are  extinguished 
and  the  property  goes  di- 
rectly to  the  surviving 
owner.  This  elimintes  prob- 
lems that  are  sometimes  en- 
countered in  tenancy  in 
common,  where  one  owner 
dies  and  leaves  his  share  in 
the  property  to  his/her 
heirs  instead  of  to  the  other 
joint  tenant.
